best advantages of education she ever enjoyed. Her 
figure has been described at this period of her life as 
etite, but graceful and delicately proportioned ; while 
fan countenance sparkled with intellect and good sense. 
Her hair was dark and rich, and her large, brilliant 
dark eyes were especially beautiful; her sisters called 
them ‘‘diamonds,” and in after years the painters 
were wont to complain that they ‘could not put 
them upon canvas.” Such was tho girl of sixteen, 
who was to exert’ so wonderful an influence on her 
country. 
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In 1761, when baroly 
seventeen, Hannah wrote for 
uso in her sisters’ school— 
and no school was complete 
withoutits private theatricals 
at that time—a little pastoral 
drama, called “The Search 
after Happiness,” and though 
this production was not pub- 
lished till many years after- 
wards, yot sho may bo said 
to have commenced with it 
her literary labours, which, 
ti]l 1824, when her last: work, 
‘Spirit of Prayer,” was 
issued, were steadily pur- 
sued for sixty-three years. 

When about twenty-two 
years of age, Hannah re- 
ceived and accepted an offer 

\ of marriage from a Mr. Tur- 

; ner, a gentleman of large 

fortune, but, after deferring 

the marriage again and 
again, during a period of six 
years, ho finally broke off 
the engagement; and though 
her hand was afterwards 
solicited, Hannah declined to 
marry. In 1773, she mado 
her first appearance before 
the public as an authoress.

Poupin A LA Liscard Hatu.—Beat four fresh eggs in a 
basin about five minutes with a very small pinch of salt, two 
tablespoonfuls of pounded sugar, five or six drops of essence of 
kernels, then add half a pint of cream. Have ready a buttered 
mould, pour the mixture in, place it in a stewpan with wator 
about half-way up. Set the pan by the side of the fire with the 
lid on, but do not let it boil; when the pudding is set it is done. 
The pudding will not rise, . Prepare the following sauce: Beat 
two whole eggs into a stewpan which will hold a quart, a little 
sugar, a small pinch of salt, five or six drops of essence of 
kernels, Let this be well beaten with a wire whisk until 
forming a very strong froth, and while whisking keep the stew- 
pan on the corner of the stove, but‘not too hot—say rather more 
than lukewarm. ‘Turn the pudding on the dish, which should 
be a deep on, pour thezsauce’over and serve immediately. ‘The 
sauce must not be whipped till wanted. The pudding will not 
harm if it does not boil. Vanilla may be used instead of essence 
of kernels. 

Betsy's Puppino,—This is a charming little pudding, ele- 
gant, tasty, excellent for children and invalids, and cheap, 
‘Take a tea-cup full of bread-crumbs. Mix with half a pint of 
milk the juice of half a lemon, and one egg. Place in the 
bottom of a pie-dish a layer of jam, any thickness, you please, 
according to your resources, and pour the mixture over. Strew 
a very little finely-chopped suct on the top, and bake. A sharp 
jam, say black currant, is dest for this pudding. Apples can be 
used, but they sbould be mixed with a little sugar; and in 
fruit time, any fruit boiled up and sweetened suiliciently 
answers excellently. With two eggs, and a dash more lemon, 
you may make quite a recherché little pudding, fit for visitors. 


A Prat Bakep Puppina.—Boil a pint of new milk, then 
stir in flour enough to make it pretty thick; add three ounces 
of sugar, four ounces of fresh butter, the yolks of four eggs, 
and the whites of two, a little salt, anda grated nutmeg. Mix 
the whole, well together, lay it in a buttered dish, and bake it 
thirty minutes. 

Quakina Puppina.—Well beat cight eggs, add to them the 
crumbs of a stale penny-roll, two spoonfuls of ground rice, a 
little nutmeg and orange-flour water. Mix it smoothly together 
with a quart of new milk. Put it in a floured cloth, tic it 
rather loose, plunge it into boiling water, and boil briskly for 
one hour. Serve with red or white wine sauce. 

Royat Purr.—T'wo spoonfuls of flour mixed with half a pint 
of cream, a handful of finely-powdered almonds, three spoonfuls 
of orange-flower water, four eggs, leaving out two whites, two 
spoonfuls of loaf sugar pounded : beat all well together, and 
bake in buttered pans.

Pir-Jvuica.—A correspondent’ of a scientific contemporary 
gives, under the heading “ Philosophy for the Ladies,” a hint 
that many of our more curious readers may like to teat. He 
writes :—T’he time is now fast coming on for fruit-pies, and, 
therefore, for pie-juice ; and as our readers strive all points for 
the practical and useful combiued, we intend to offer a sugges- 
tion for * the better arrangement’’ of pie-juice, Some people 
place an inverted cup in the pie, thinking this catches juice 
that would otherwise boil over, but thatis a mistake, for though 
juice is found under the cup when the pie has cooled, yet it 
never entered the cup while the pie was in the oven; for this 
simple reason, the inside of the cup was as hot as the inside of 
the pie. ‘The case of inverting a cup in the pie does more harm 
than good, for, as the heat cooks the fruit, it also expands the 
air in the cup, which air tends to blow out the juice from the 
dish, But if a small hole, say a quarter of an inch, be made 
in the bottom of thé cup, which, of course, comes to the top of 
the pie when inverted in the dish, the hot air will escape into 
the oven, and leave room for the juice to run into the cup, 
which, again, will descend amongst the fruit on the pie cooling. 
Now how are we to make this small hole in the bottom of the 
cup?” saya the reader. “ Listen and you shall hear,” says the 
writer. ‘Take a six-inch flower-pot, in it with dry sand, or 
mould, then take your cup, invert it, and push it down into 
the mould or sund till only the top is just seen, by which means 
the inside of the cup is as full of sand or mould as it will be of 
pipe when in the ple; then take a sharp-pointed instrument, 
ike an old pair of scissors or a one-pronge d fork, and begin to 
peck away little by little, and you will soon have a small hole, 
which can easily then be made bigger before taking the cup from 
tho flower-pot. ‘The sand or mould prevents the cup from 
cracking or breaking during the chipping process. When the 
oup is used invert it in the pie, but take care that the simal/ 
hole is free from the crust.’” Here is a very simple contrivance 
that will soon prove itself. A grand plan is to make three pies, 
one without any cup, one with a cup, and one with the cup 
with the hole in; then you can see the difference, 


Green Peas, Frencn Fasuion.—When the peas aro shelled, 
do not wash them, but pick them over carefully by rolling them, 
a few at atime, ona flat dish or plate, to remove any worm- 
eaten peas, or other impurities. Put them into a saucepan with 
a lump of butter; as it melts, stir the peas in it till their sur- 
faces are completely oiled with it. ‘Then add a bunch of 
parsley and threo or four small onions; let them stew slowly, 
closely covered with tho lid of the stew-pan. When nearly 
done, season with a pinch of salt and a dust of sugar. Let 
them stew till quite tender, and almost falling to a mash. Before 
serving, remove the bunch of parsley only. 


Surimp AND VeGsrTanite Cunry.—Take two tablespoonfuls of 
butter and half an onion cut small, with a good quantity of fresh 
shrimps (picked); fry them together and put them in a plate. 
Boil some spinach, drain off tho water, add one tablespoonful of 
butter, some curry powder, and half an onion out small, to the 
spinach, and boil it with the shrimps, &e., stirring it well durin 
the time. : 

Another Vegetable Curry.—-Take somo carrots, turnips, celery, 
onions, a cucumber, and lettuce, cut small, and simmer them for 
a considerable time in water. Hava ready some good gravy, 
nicely seasoned, and add the vegetables to it. When the whole 
is properly stewed, mix a piece of butter with flour to thicken 
it, and add a tablespoonfal of curry powder and the juice of a 
small lemon. Give it a boil up, am when serving add a dessert- 
spoonful of mushroom ketchup. 

Mrar Ro1ris.—Cut some very nico little thin fillets from any 
kind of moat not previously dressed, lay a small portion of 
forcemeat. upon them, roll them round, tie them once across 
with a bit of thread, moisten them outside with yolk of egg,

FANCY STITCHING, 


Straw bonnets of all kinds are worn often bound with 
black velvet, a ; 

Poppies, daffodils, cornflowers, garlands of leaves, 
roses, &c¢., are placed upon them. Some bonnets have 
small nests to trim them, near which isa still smaller 
bird of blue, greon, or some gay shade, all deposited 
amongst the foliage that adorns the head-dress. 

Some ladies do not know how easy it is to alter a 
bonnet. If it is fancy straw, pick it all apart, straw by 
straw, and re-mount it on a pretty shape made with a 
bandeau, or diadem, in one, beginning across the bandeau, 
and sewing the straw on in rows.
